Terminal Disclaimer 

1 . The terminal disclaimer filed on 1 1/13/2007 disclaiming the terminal portion of any 
patent granted on this application which would extend beyond the expiration date of 1 1/528,014 
has been reviewed and is accepted. The terminal disclaimer has been recorded. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1-14 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art fails to 
teach or suggest the claimed moldable heat shield. USPN 5,399,423 to McCullough is close 
prior art, but McCullough fails to teach or suggest shell layers comprising entangled shell fibers 
comprising a blend of partially oxidized PAN staple fibers and thermoplastic staple fibers.
